T he president kept ( lose to his text 
Be spoke ot trades unions, their good 
aud bad points, hut he wound up by 
defining his position in regard to Hie 
affiliation with the American Federa 
tion of Labor or organizations of gov 
em inent clerks. The question, he said. 
is most likely to come up in congress. 
It presents a serious problem, which 
the president declared dem anded the 
attention of the whole people. 
He 
said in part: 
“I think some persons have gone to 
the extrem e of holding that there 
ought to he no com binations of gov­ 
ernm ent employes perm itted 
I think, 
however, that in all governments, and 
I have given some exam ination to the 
subject, the governm ent employes are 
perm itted to combine and have asso­ 
ciations for their betterm ent, but the 
proposition now is that such combine- 
tlona should be allowed to affiliate 
with trades uniou organizations made 
up of the employes of private employ 
era, and to use the sam e m ethods in 
securing better term s of employment 
that are 
recognized as lawful and 
justifiable in the ordinary trade uniou; 
in other 
words, that it is entirely 
proper for com binations of postal em ­ 
ployes and others to combine in an 
association to affiliate with the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, and then to 
hold In reserve as an instrum ent for 
enforcing their claims, presented to 
congress for increased compensation. 
or the betterm ent of term s In other 
respects, the boycott and the strike, 
which are instrum ents recognized by 
the American Federation of Labor and 
supported and Justified by it 
when 
used by the trades unions affiliated in 
such federation 
"T his presents a very serious ques 
Hon. and one which, if decided in favor 
of the right of government employes 
to strike and use the boycott, will be 
full of danger to the governm ent of 
the republic. 
"T he 
governm ent 
employes 
of 
France resorted to It, aud took the 
g o \em in en t by the throat. The execu 
five was 
entirely dependent 
upon 
these employee for its **ontinuance. 
“ I 
do not think 
that reasonably- 
minded trades 
union men who art­ 
fully alive to the necessity for rigor 
ens m eans to enforce their rights In 
their controversies with capital and 
with their em ployers will fail to see 
the broad 
difference that exists tie 
tween their case, in which they are 
contending for the betterm ent of their 
livelihood against the naturally selfish 
motives of their em ployers, and that 
of the class of governm ent employes 
who are privileged not only In the 
am ount of their com pensation, the le s s 1 
num ber of hours of their employment 
and the greater perm anency of tenure 
and who serve the government of ail 
the people, the very existence of which 
will be threatened should they com­ 
bine together to quit the government 
service all at once and paralyze the 
benefit and the equal benefits that the 
governm ent is properly supposed and 
held to confer upon the people at 
large. 
“ it is likely th at this question Is 
going to be made an issue in con­ 
gress and it calls for the most earnest 
consideration.” 
“The government em ployes a re a 
privileged class, whose work is neces­ 
sary to carry on the government and 
upon whose entry into the governm ent 
service it is entirely 
reasonable to 
impose conditions that should not be 
and ought not be imposed upon those 
who serve private employers."

Success in pork production is 
largely affected by the attention 
giveu to the health and comfort 
of the brood sow.
